Soon they 
were busy with work for such pioneers of 
Pritish aviation as the Hon. C. 8. Rolls, Mr. 
J. T. C. Moore-Brabazon, Mr. Frank McClean 
and Mr. Cecil Grace. 


FAITH IN FLYING 


Their faith in the future of flying gen. 
They began to build seaplanes as well as 
land ‘planes. They experimented with 
machines driven by more than one engine.

of agricultural wages. The farmers were 
being given a guaranteed price for wheat and 
beet, and a guaranteed market for other 
agricultural neers and the Jeast the 
Governmenr ‘should do was to ensure that the 
agricultural worker would be guaranteed a 
fair wage, 

The Government did not seem to have any 
co-ordinated plan for agricwliure, no more 
than it had any plan for industry, and it 
was vital to'the prosperity of the agricultural 
industry that there should be a: planned 
scheme of agricultural economy, which would 
take the form of a guaranteed. minnnum 
ma for farmers, decent wages for the 
abourers, and the - provision of 
facilities for the purchase of agricultural 
implements and stock.

RUST ELIMINATED 


Canada has evolved a strain of wheat 
capable of withstanding rust disease, which 
has involved grain-growers in the Doniinion 
in annual losses running to millions of 
pounds. The discovery has come in time for 
some two thousand acres to be sown with the 
new grain this year, and next year thousands 
of bushels of it will be available to Canadian 
farmers. 

The movement for the eradication of rust 
began in 1916, when an epidemic almost 
ruined hundreds of farmers in Western 
Canada. In 1924 a Rust Research Labora- 
tory was established at Winnepeg under the 
authority of the Government. “The task 
was not only to find rustless and rust-resisting 
wheat; it had to be satisfactory as regards 
strength of straw, weight, colour and 
maturity, and had also te achieve high 
standards of excellence in milling and baking. 

Grains were crossed and bred; seeds were 
subjected to lengthy microscopic and chemical 
examination; field tests lasting for years 
were carried out, and gradually twelve strains 
were selected as -“possibles” These, in 
turn, were put through more gruelling testis 
still, and now it is announced officially that 
four varieties have survived, and will be 
made available for commercial propagation. 

And Russia has gone one tter. A 
Russian scientist has crossed couch grass with 
wheat, thus converting the practically in- 
destructible weed into a successful crop.

RHODESIA’S FINANCE 
LOWER INCOME TAX AND 
LARGER SURPLUS 


The .prosperity of Southern Rhodesia is 
reflected in the Revenue returns, Just pre- 
sented to the Rhodesian Parliament in the 
report ot the Auditor-General, for the 
financial year that ended on March ál, 1956. 

Under almost every heading is noted an 
increase in the collection over the previous 
year, and, in nfost instances, the amount is 
above the estimate. 

The report shows that the total revenue was 
£256,657 higher than that for the previous 
year, and 1,037 more than the estimate. 

The most notable increases were: Income 
tax £137,956—and this notwithstanding a 
lower rate of taxation, including a total 
exemption for married men with less than 
£800 a year; Customs and Excise duty 
£70.088, and mining royalties £52.522, the 
Government now being the owners of mineral 
rights. 

Postal, telegraph and telephone revenue all 
showed increases, and, as an indication 
of the prosperity of the natives, so did the 
yield from the native dog tax.

But what interested me most were some 
new «polychrome ornamentations, dishes 
embossed with crimson and purple flowers 
and green leaves. Undoubtedly this is a 
daring departure, and orthodox 


ceive it. Yet I believe it has come to stay, 
and is quite in keeping and in spirit with 
the background of the glaze. 

Belleek Pottery, which is situated just 
on the border—in fact, it has ground on 
both sides of it—has been ice for 
three-quarters of a century, and the 
delicacy ofits bodies has given it a rapid 
world-famous popularity ever since its in 
ception, but recently they have been pro- 
ducing work of inconceivable fragility for 
chinaware. There are plates on view in 
these rooms that are literally spider’s 
webs, so frail and delicate looking that one 
would almost fear to handle them ; besides 
there is the basket shaped dish which has 
been so far improved in texture that one 
would think it had been made out of 
twined wattles, so successfully has the 
craftsman caught the pliant mobile spirit 
of the osier in his clay medium. 


Warships in 1765 


That the vexed question of the limita- 
tion of naval armaments is no new one is 
well shown by this quotation from 
‘* Grosley’s Tour,” a book which embodies 
tlre observations of an astute Frenchman 
in England in the year 1765. During the 
course of his travels Grosley visited Ports- 
mouth, where he saw England’s naval 
might displayed in a very undress con- 
lition. 

As he writes: ' In the port we saw 150 
vessels of various sizes, unrigged and

_ ““Theservicedone by these enormous ships 
is by no means proportioned to the great 
expense which they occasion; being more 
for ostentation than real use, they make 
much the same figure in the inalish Navy 
as the Bucentaur in that of Venice; the 
English themselves say that they have them 
only because the French chose to have 
them, and that they wi" lay them aside 
as soon as she thinks prop’: to set the 
example.” With a very few changes the 
above might have appeared in a report 
submitted to the League of Nations. It 
is worth noting that the Royal George is 
the very vessel which some years later 
sank to her doom along with “ brave 
Kempenfelt’’ and hundreds of her crew 
and dockyard workers. 


Lore of Herbs 


The strange superstitions regarding the 
hungry grass and the wandering grass are 
by no means confined to Ireland. I have 
come across the same ideas in the Chanhel 
Islands, and learned that they prevail in 
Brittany and France as well. From what 
my informants told me I gathered that the 
ideas of the powers of the grasses were 
identically the same as those of Ireland. I 
have no doubt but that many such quaint 
ideas are rife among the more primitive 
peasantry today. in most parts of the 
world. Certaimly a knowledge of the 
curative powers of herbs exists among the 
country folks to-day, a knowledge which 
is capable of even amiazing results in 
skilled hands. Years ago I met a Cornish-

AA Clever Cat 


As I was walking along a street near 
Merrion square at an early hour the other 
morning a postman stopped me and said: 
‘* D'ye see that cat after comin’ down the 
lane. Well, watch it for a minit.” We 
stood still and observed the movements of 
the cat, which cautiously crept up to 4 
circular dust-bin placed on the edge of the 
footpath. Around the bin walked the cat, 
and then, rising on its hind legs, it placed 
its paws under the lip of the binlid and 
pushed strongly. The lid lifted slightly, 
and the cat went round to the other side 
and repeated the operation in exactly the 
same manner in which a person eases off 
the lid of a boot-polish or other tin. After 
several efforts on the part of the cat, the 
bin lid slid off on to the path, exposing 
the contents, and the cat at once jumpec 
on to the rubbish to retrieve something 
which lay on top. The cat then darted off 
to a nearby shrubbery. The postman told 
me that this cat has, without instruction, 
learned the trick of opening the bin, for 
which feat it is rewarded * a piece of 
meat purposely put there by the cook. 
The remarkable thing about it is that the 
cat appears only on the mornings on 


which the bin men collect rubbish. On | 


other mornings the cat, which belongs to a 
household several hundred yards away. 
never leaves its own premises, ‘‘It can't 
be a very intelligent cat, all the same,” 
said the postman, ‘‘ because she’s never 
learnt to put the lid on. again.” 


The Luyrids | 


While the Lyrid meteor shower is the 
most remarkable in the month, and should 
be looked for about April 19-21, there are 
other displays for which a watch may be 
kept at an earlier period. Besides the well. 
known radiant near Alpha Lyr# there are 
minor ones situated in Bootes, Cygnus, and 
Hercules. On the night of t..c 5th there 
is a maximum at 10.45, and also on the 
following night between 9 and midnight. 
On the night of the 11th maxima fall at 
11.10 and 12.30. On the 13th there is a 
maximum about 5 a.m. Meteors may also 
be seen on the night of the 16th during the 
hour preceding 10.30, and on the 17th near 

25 p.m. On the following night a some- 
what large maximum occurs at 11.40. while 
on the 19th there is a still larger one at 
10.45 p.m. which is the largest maximum 
in the month. The Lyrid meteors should 
be strongly in evidence on this night, as 
well as on the 20th, wh'-” also has a 
maximum at 11.30 p.m. A maximum on 
the morning of the 23rd at 6.40 will be 
visible only on the American side of the 
Atlantic. Besides this there are a few 
other notable maxima in the latter part of 
the month—one on the 25th at 10 p.m., 
another on the morning of the 29th at 
12.16, while a third occurs on the evening 
of the 30th near 6, which is too early to 
be observed.

DISCUSSION AT

E Dublin Corporation last night dis- 
cussed a of the General Purposes 
Committee in regard to the proposal for 
the introduction of an extended mid-day 
interval in Dublin schools, as advocated by 
the Irish Save the Children Fund 

Mrs. Cosgruve moved that the Council re 
commend a longer interval be given to 
school children in order to give them time for 
a mid-day meal, 

Dr. 5 Hannigan said that the 
evidence which had been collected from the 
school managers and others was most un- 
businesslike, and clearly indicated that at 
least the school managers, executive officers, 
teachers and parents were against the pro- 
posals. As a doctor, he expressed himeelf 
absolutely in favour of the extension. 

Mr. McCann said that they were facing an 
extraordinary state of affairs in Crumlin. 
According to the school attendance report, 
1,080 new families had taken up residence in 
the area within the past year. According to 
an estimate, it was reckoned that there were 
in the’ area 4,502 children of a school-atiend- 
ing age; yet there was no school accommoda- 
tion, with the result that there were about 
1,000 children coming into Dublin City for 
‘heir education from the Crumlin and 
Kimmage areas. Ninety childten were 
attending the Whitefriars Street School, and 
many of them had to walk te and from 
school. Where would those children spend 
their two hours every day? 

Mr. Cormac Breathnach, T.D., suggested 
that the city medical officer's suggestion of a 
school interval hour was ideal. 

Mr. D. Coyle, Chairman of the General 
Purposes Committee, said that their decision 
was that the question should rest with the 
managers of the schools and the teachers. 
In the meantime, they were prepared to 
accept the recommendation of the city medical 
men to extend the lunch intervai to one hour. 

Mr. P. Belton, T.D.. said that the parents 
were against their children being sent home 
for a dinner, becanse many women had to 
bring their young children to school and home 
again. They could not be expected to do that 
twice a day. 

An amendment favouring a lunch interval 
of one hour was adopted.

m dispassionate tones the radio 
announcer talks of anti-cyclones and a fatimg 
or rising temperature, but, until the last week 
or 80, very few people in Dublin ever worried 
much about this migttthy prebade to the broud- 
casting of news bulletsna. 

But the coal strike has changed that. In 
many households m Dublin City the prospect 
of a fall im temperature is the cause of an 
exchange of anxious looks between husband 
and wile as they think of the rapidly diminish- 
ing stock of coal m the cellar. 

Those people who still have a hundred. 
weight ot so of coal are lucky. Yesterday | 
talked to people who are dependent on coal 
not only for heating, but cooking as well. 
They were all in poor circumstances—mostly 
tenement-dwellers who can only afford to pur- 
chase a stone or two of coal at a time. Of 
course, they had no stock in the cellar when 
the strike came, and have been forced to bern 
anything they could get for heating—wood, 
turf or coke. 

It is the poor who have been ically badly 
hit by the present strike. Many of them rely 
on the fires in their living rooms for cooking 
purposes, and I heard one woman yesterday 
begging the only merchant in Dabim who bad 
any coal to sell to let her have a bag. But 
he could not; his meagre »mportation was 
already sold. '

LORD CRAIGAVON'S

The Rebert Montgomery Small Memorial 
Hall was opened this aiternoon by Lord 
Craigavon, Prime Minister of Northern 
Ireland, at Market Hill, County Armagh. 
The Right Rev. Dr. Moody. Moderator of the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, 
addressed the large gathering. 

The hall has been erected by the First and 
Second Market Hill Presbyterian Churches 
out of the proceeds of a legacy left by the 
late Mr. Small. 

Mr. William Small, representing the 
trustees, handed over the deeds to the new 
trustees, and said that they had a balance to 
their credit. 

Dr. Moody said that the Church stood for 
the spiritual view of the universe. They 
were inclined to throw responsibihties on to 
other people, as the Prime Minister would 
appreciate. Some of them were inclined to 
say that the Government should close pubhe 
houses, pat down betting and prohibit Sunday 
trading and Sunday golf. They must go 
deeper to do that, for the Government could 
not go beyond what the average man 
demanded: a free people could not he 
coerced. Referring to a remark about the 
increase of juvenile crime, he said that 
behind it there was the breakdown of 
Christian family life. Halls such as that just 
opened were a link between the family and 
the Charch. 

Lord Craigavon said that. travelling up and 
down Ulster. he came across most extra- 
ordinary evidences of generosity. 

Speaking of the late Lord Carson. he said 
that to-day they could enjoy the freedom that 
was the outcome of the ¢enins and tenacity 
of purnose of Carson. For the last sixteen 
years he and the people of Ulster had gone 
shoulder to shoulder and hend im hand. work- 
ing for the same ends. and the Ulster people 
had made a success of the task given them 
by the Act of 1990. The voune people 
coming forward would fnd that the hard 
work of the fathers and mothers hed left 
them a country second to none in the Empire.

TRADE’S CALL FOR 
REDUCTION

DEPUTATION WAITS ON 
MINISTER 


DEPUTATION .from the Licensed 
A Grocers’ and Vintners’ Protection As- 

sociation of Ireland waited on the 
Minister for Finance, Mr. Mackntee, in 
Dublin yesterday to d for a reduction 
of the beer, spirit and licence duties. They 
stressed the fact that since the establishment 
of the Free State the tureover of their 
business had fallen by approximately one 
half. The factor mainly, if wot wholly, 
respomsible for this decrease was, they pointed 
out, the excessive taxation levied on beer 
and spirits. At £5 per standa-d barrel of 
beer the tax tepresented an increase of 1,190 

r cent. over the pre-War figure, and at 

s. 6d. per proof gallon on spirits an increase 
of 595 per cent.. The effect of the main- 
tenanee of these taxes at the rates fixed by 
the British Government in 1920 had heen 
disastrous from the point of view of all those 
concerned in the manufacture of beer and 
spirits, while the consumers had heen com- 
pelled to pay to the State a contribution in 
taxation which was out of all proportion to 
what was just and equitable. 

While beth of these taxes were originally 
imnosed by the British Government, it was 
omie im the Free State that both had been 
maintained at the 1920 levels. The present 
heer tax in Eagland had since been redaced 
to a figure representing £1 per standard 
barre? less than in the Free State, 


FALL IN CONSUMPTION 


Between 1924 and 1935. the deputation 
pointed owt. the consumption of beer fell 
from 1.160.988 barrel to 577,028, a reduction 
of 50.5 per cent.. while the consumption of 
spirits fell from 1.120.253 gallons to 606.966. 
a decrease of 45.8 per cent. In this collapse 
of trade, not only the proprietors had to 
suffer, but all the businesses dependent on 
these industries. as well as the em ploves 
and shareholders. Ht was estimated that the 
home market comsempticon of the Frish 
brewing amd distiliec industries best year 
accounted for 440.008 cet. of barley, and 
the mian stressed the lose to Irveh 
saricultare that mrast have been incurred 
through the steady decline in consumption. 
The trade had alse suffered a decrease of 
ever 50 per cent. in wine consumption. and 
over 21 per cent. in the sale of mineral 
waters. 

These ficures, stated the deputation, showed 
bevond dispute that the brewing and dis- 
tillmg industries, together with all their ancil- 
lary and allied trades. had suffered severely 
since the advent of the native Legislature. 
Moreover, the same amount of licence duties 
were now being demanded as when the hours 
of trading were one-third more than they 
were to-day. , 

Mr. €. E. Reddin, the. chairman of the 
deputation, said that the Minister had pro- 
mised that all the points raised would be 
considered fully by him, buat that he could 


ret be expected to anticipate his Budget 
statement. 


PASTEURISED ALE 


The Chairman then referred to the negotia- 
tions which took place recently between tke 
brewers and bottlers and the Association in 
relation to the sale of pasteurised ales. Since 
the last meeting of the Council, he said, 
negotiations had been successfally concluded. 
with the result that one English pastenrised 
ale, which was on sale im the Free State. 
and another pasteurised Irish ale had been 
~ithdrawn from the Free State market. He 
mentioned that with the Vice-Chairman (Mr. 
James Gill) he hed gone to interview Mes«ers. 
Bass and ('o.. who had agreed to withdraw 
the supply of their pasteurised ale from the 
Free State. 

He paid a tribute to Mesers. Fitzgerald. 
licensed bottlers, of Montpelier Hill, and to 
Messrs. Bass and Co for the manner in 
which they had met the wishes of the trade. 

On the motion of Me R. J. O'Brien, Chair- 
man of the. Eimerick Association, seconded 
by Mr. Liam Clancy, Chairman of the Cork 
Association. a resolution was pessed intimat- 
ina to all brewers and wholesale beer bottlers 
the Association’s determination to oppose 
any introduction of pasteurised ale in this 
covutry. 

Mr. Clancy said that the main objection 


to pasteurised ale was that tt was not of the | 
same high quality as ale which had been | 


rllowed to matere im the normal 
Through the nrocess of pastcurisation it best 
its best. qualities and became “dead.” The 
manufacture of ale of this kind was. he 
sot. an infringement on the mehts of the 
trade. which would be met with the wun 
stinted hostility of the Association. 

The Chairman. explaining the am of the 
resolution, said that it was a protective step 
to prevent other firms takma advantage of 
ths witheérawal from the market of the other 
two pasteurised ales.

The British Cabinet 


Far-reaching changes in the personnel 
of the British Government have been 
predicted in a London newspaper; and 
there seems to be some ground for the 
belief that an early opportunity will be 
taken to recast the Cabinet. The most 
important change is likely to be the retire- 
ment from the Premiership of Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin, who is in his sixty-ninth year, 
and is understood to be anxious to rid 
himself of the manifold cares of his high 
office. For some time past it has been 
obvious that Mr. Baldwin has ceased to 
enjoy the whole-hearted confidence of his 
supporters in the House of Commons. The 
first signs of the change became noticeable 
when the Prime Minister, who had given 
at least his tacit support to the notorious 
Hoare-Laval scheme for a settlement of 
the Italo-Abyssinian war, was forced by 
public opinion to sacrifice Sir Samuel 
Hoare, and to admit publicly that he had 
been Prime Ministers, 
although they are only human beings, after 
all, cannot afford to make mistakes of this 
kind; and from that moment onwards the 
chances of Mr. Baldwin’s survival at No.

He certainly is 
a man of strong character, who would be 
less easily influenced by other people’s 
views than Mr. Baldwin. Whether he 
would have the present Premier’s popular 
appeal is another matter. If Mr. 
Chamberlain becomes Prime Minister it is 
understood that Sir Samuel Hoare will be 
brought back to the Cabinet, this time as 
Chancellor of the Exchequer—a suggestion 
that indicates that the former Foreign 
Secretary is not so much in disgrace as 
might have been expected after his little 
interlude with M. Laval. Mr. Eden 
almost certainly will leave the Foreign 
Office, where he probably will be succeeded 
by some dyed-in-the-wool Conservative who 
will regard such new-fangled ideas as the 
Covenant of the League of Nations with 
due contempt. Mr. Eden’s activities on 
behalf of the League have not been 
welcomed by many of the ‘“ die-hard ” 
section of the Conservatives, who are in- 
clined to look with suspicion on his youth- 
ful enthusiasms.

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Moscow Manners 


The Utopia promised to the people of 
Russia by the Communist orators now 
seems to be taking shape, although the 
shape still is but a shadow of the ideal. 
For sixteen unhappy years the Russian 
people have led a gloomy existerice, un- 
relieved by the ordinary diversions of 
civilisation. To them life has been hard 
work and little food; but gradually the 
old prejudices against ' bourgeois 
customs, manners and pleasures are dis- 
appearing, and, actually with official bless- 
ing, the proletariat now is sampling the 
joys of cinemas, theatres, restaurants and 
dancing. This remarkable development }s 
due in the main to four causes. Compara- 
tive plenty for the moment has taken the 
place in the U.S.S.R. of the former 
scarcity; the Communist Party has 
established itself invincibly in internal 
politics; larger incomes are being paid, 
principally to those who put up ” produc- 
tion records ”; and, lastly, the leaders 
desire to show that Socialism can be pro- 
ductive of real benefits as well as promises. 
In December Stalin, with the dictator's 
conviction, let it be known that “ life has 
become better, life has become merrier ” 
and although this opinion is not universal, 
certainly there is activity in Moscow of an 
unprecedented kind. Workers’ cafés have 
sprung up everywhere, and there is an 
enthusiastic demand for: more. Jazz 
orchestras play in the hotels and 
restaurants, and the description of the fox- 
trot as a product of ‘‘decaying capitalism’’ 
has been forgotten. So great has become 
the demand for dance instructors that the 
Commissariat of Education has formed a 
school ; and the instructors are among the 
most highly paid men in the State. A 
“House of Models”’ has been opened 
where mannequins show Soviet 
fashions, These are strange developments ; 
and strangest, perhaps, of all is the new 
horror at personal untidiness—a phobia 
remarkable in the Communist. Restaurants 
refuse admission to carelessly-clad guests, 
and officers have been arrested because 
they unshaven. Soon, perhaps, 
Stalin may be seen in spats.

School Examinations 


Mr. Oliver Stanley recently expressed 
the view that the matriculation examina- 
tion had become an obsession with many 
employers, and this opinion is shared by 
many others. Some education authorities 
doubt the value of any examinations to 
demonstrate the actual merit of the 
scholars, and hold that the school record 
of the pupils is a more accurate guide to 
their ability. In at least one important 
secondary school in London the reports 
for the current term will be based upon 
the record of the term's work, instead of 
upon examinations held for the purpose 
of preparing the reports. As a pre- 
liminary to entrance to the professions and 
to the universities the matriculation 
examination is likely to maintain its 
place, but for commercial careers em 
ployers are being encouraged to accept the 
reports of headmasters, which will be 
based upon the actual progress as shown 
by the school records.

The Government, having decided on 
Shannon development, declined to give 
effect to the findings of the Private Bill 
Committee. 

In 1932 Sir John Purser Griffith, 
M.Inst.C.E. (who was chairman of the 
Water Power Resources Committee, and 
subsequently chief sponsor for one of the 
Liffey plans rejected in favour of the 
Shannon scheme), conceived the idea of 
meeting the insistent needs of Dublin’s 
domestic water supply, and of supplement- 
ing national electricity supplies, from a 
new storage reservoir at Poulaphuca ; and 
he submitted plans and proposals thereon 
to the City Manager of Dublin, who 
referred them for examination and report 
to the city engineer. 

In January, 1933, the city engineer— 
having considered Lough Dan and other 
potential sources of supply,- and having 
amended certain features of the Griffith 
plans—pronounced definitely in favour of 
the Poulaphuca project, and said that, in 
the event of its rejection or indefinite be 
ponement by the K.S.B., the Corporation 
would be compelled to consider the con- 
struction of a small independent storage 
reservoir at Cloughleagh. : 

In August of 1934 the Oireachtas 
approved legislation to authorise a further 
capital outlay of about £700,000 on 
additional Shannon storage and steam 
station extensions, upon the assurance of 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
that proposals for Liffey development 
would at once be examined. 

Subsequently Herr Buchi (chief 
technical adviser to the Corporation in 
1925) was recalled to report to the E.S.B. 
and the Corporation on the relative merits 
of Poulaphuca and other potential sources 
of water supply, and his verdict was one of 
approval of the Poulaphuca scheme.

HE fear that serious disorders might 
break out in Dublin if the coal strike 
was not quickly settled was expressed by 
the Lord Mayor at a meeting of the Dublin 
aloes last night. 

The coal position in Dublin, he said, was 
becoming very serious. Some members of 
the poorer community had not been able to 
get sufficient coal even to cook their 
meals. Two institutions had that morn- 
ing rung him up, while he had a long 
le all the morning outside the Mansion 

ouse. He had had a small quantity of 
coal, but it had quickly disappeared. 

He had been also in one of the leadin 
tenement quarters, and saw men oad 
women collecting firewood, and even 
breaking up furniture in order to boil 
water. 

The people were patient, but he was 
afraid that if the ition remained as it 
was it might result in serious disorders. 
They had all read in the newspapers of 
the scenes which had occurred. 

“Something must be done,” the Lord 
Mayor said. “TI have been in touch 
almost every morfiing with the various 
parties in the dispute, and if any sugges- 
tion can be made here which will improve 


the coal situation in our city it will be 
most welcome.”’ 


COST OF TURF 


Senator D.. D. Healy said that he 
thought the present situation was a good 
opportunity for the Development Board, 
and for those engaged in the turf produc- 
tion to bring their wares to the city. 

The Lord Mayor—And they know how 
to charge for it. 

Senator L. O’Neill said that the Council 
had every sympathy with the people. They 
had had the matter before them at a 
special meeting, and had waited on the 
Minister. He was anxious to know what 
action the Minister took in the matter, 
as he did not want the onus thrown on the 
Corporation that they had neglected to do 
their duty. The Corporation had done 
everything they sibly could in the 
matter. They had their own Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, and he was the 
person to deal with the matter.

THE SITUATION 


The Dublin coal trade stoppage con- 
tinues, and it is stated that there is now 
little prospect of a settlement before 
Easter. Between 300 and 400 tons of coal 
arrived in Dublin yesterday. Portion of 
this cargo was reserved for institutions

and private customers, but the greater 
portion was sold ex ship to hawkers. 

When the question of price was dis- 
cussed the coal factors. who arrived at 
Ringsend Basin, where the ship was dis- 
charged, with carts and lorries, refused 
to pay the amount demanded, but 
accepted the supply at 3s. per ton less. 
There was no difficulty in finding a 
market for all supplies available and 
large queues of customers willing to take 
supplies were disappointed. 


SUPPLIES EXPECTED 


Further supplies are expected in a day 
or two. It is understood that at present 
a vessel which usually carries 2,000 tons 
is loading on the East Coast of England 
for Dublin. 

Country turf merchants have brought 
supplies to the city and have succeeded in 

ucing the price charged for fuel. In 
one case a lorry load of turf was sold in 
the Kimmage area at 3d. per dozen sods. 
As previous suppliers had been demand- 
ing from 6d. to 1s. per dozen for their 
supplies the stock was soon exhausted. 

Coal was delivered to one Dublin theatre 
yesterday. A large factory also obtained 
supplies, which were delivered under 
police protection. 

A meeting of Irish Coal Importers, Litd., 
was held yesterday, but no statement was 
made at the conclusion. It is understood 
that the meeting has led to no change in 
the position regarding negotiations.

IR new French peace plan, which was 
approved by the Council of Ministers 
this evening, is understood in usually well-

(2) A suggestion that the present 
practice of a unanimity vote in the 
Council being necessary as a preliminary 
for the revision of treaties should be 
abolished in favour of a two-thirds 
majority vote. 

At the same time the Council of 
Ministers approved M. Flanáin's 
memorandum to be submitted to the 
Locarno Powers as his reply to Herr 
Hitler's proposals. 


HITLER’S THUNDER 


It is believed here that the French pro- 
posals with regard to the revision of 
treaties will create an extremely good im- 
pression in Britain and Europe, and that 
they will “ steal some of Hitler's peace 
thunder.”’

LITTLE ENTENTE 


This peace plan is considered here as 
by far the most important part of the 
French reply, though it will, in fact, form 
the second part of the memorandum. The 
first part will be merely a juridical reply 
to the German Note of March 3lst— 
Hitler’s proposals in reply to the White 
Paper. 

M. Titulescu, the Rumanian Foreign 
Minister, who arrived in Paris from Lon- 
don this evening, is seeing M. Flandin to- 
morrow, when he will certainly be in- 
formed of the lines of the French 
memorandum. It is expected that the 
French and Rumanian Foreign Ministers 
will devote their discussion particularly 
to that part of the peace plan which re- 
affirms the idea of collective security and 
opposes the German conception of bi- 
lateral pacts of non-aggression without 
guarantees of mutual assistance—guaran- 
tees which are considered especially im- 
portant as safeguards to the Little 
Entente. 


LOCARNO DEMANDS 


At the Locarno Conference at Geneva it 
is expected that M. Flandin will demand 
the application of the provisions envisaged 
in the Locarno agreement of March 19th, 
in the event of a breakdown of the negotia- 
tions as a result of German action : 

That he will insist that the ban on the 
building of fortifications in the ‘‘ demili- 
tarised '” Rhine zone, contained in Article 
45 of the Treaty of Versailles, be main- 
tained ; and 

Request that the terms of paragraph 
three of the Locarno agreement of March 
19th, and the letters exchanged last Friday 
regarding military operations, should 
enter into force.

BRAVERY OF 


Stories of how the Emperor himself 
fought beside his khaki-clad Imperial 
Guard, firing a machine-gun for two days 
without any sleep, are told in the first 
news of the battle of Ashangi to reach the 
Abyssinian capital. 

The reports state that around Lake 
Ashangi two Italian army corps, under 
cover of an intense artillery bombardment 
by several hundred mountain field guns, 
plus seven squadrons of ‘planes dropping 
high explosives and gas bombs, attacked 
the Emperor’s army. 

The Emperor stayed at G.H.Q. for the 
first thirty-six: hours, directing the de- 
fence. When the superior Italian arma- 
ments and personnel bad to make them 
selves felt the Emperor left for the front 
with % machine-gun detachment, and 
fought alongside his Imperial Guard. 


MEN GASSED 


He gave orders and encouraged his men, 
many of whom were gassed, but even- 
tually he decided that a strategical re- 
treat would be the wisest course. 

One-third of the Imperial Guard had 
been kept in reserve, and the Emperor 
joined eds: It is stated that he is ac- 
tually engaged in re-organising the re- 
mainder of the other two-thirds. 

The morale of the Imperial Guard is 
unbroken, although the losses they have 
sustained are very severe. Many officers 
have been killed, but the Imperial Guard, 
it is declared, have at least the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that ‘‘they gave as good 
as they got, although they were even- 


tually obliged to yield ground.”’ 


BADOGLIO’S PLANS 


Bold plans for fresh thrusts into Abys- 
sinia were hinted at by Marshal Badoglio 
when interviewed in his tent at field head- 
quarters at Enda Jesus. 

“Since the battles of February and 
early March,” he said, “all the efforts 
of the General Staff have been devoted to 
occupying as much Abyssinian territory 
as possible. 

“The defeat of this last Abyssinian 
army enables me to conceive and to carry 
out daring plans of which I shall give you 
news very soon. 

The nature of these plans is, perhaps, 
suggested by the correspondent of the 
Popoli di Roma at Asmara, who says that 
airmen flying over Abyssinia south of 
Quoram report that the country is 
deserted. 

“ Right down to Dessie the countryside 
seems virtually devoid of human life. Even 
the columns of the Negus’s soldiers seem 
to be scattered into miserable groups of 
men without arms and without fighting 
spirit. All they seek is to get back to 
their homes. They seem to be devoid of 
food.”’

CIVILISATION BY LIQUID FIRE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—lIt is now evident that Italy is makin 
i progress in her self-imposed mission o 
‘bringing Italien civilisation and culture to 
the barbarians of Ethiopia.” For the sake 
of civilisation itself—to say nothing at all of 
our common Christianity and the elementary 
consideration to which humanity, even in its 
most primitive state, is entitled—one would 
have hoped that methods more civilised, less 
barbaric and less horrible than those resorted 
to by the Italian Army would have been 
adopted in furtherance of this mission of 
implanting ‘‘civilisation’’ and “ culture”’’ in 
the heart of “ Darkest Africa.” 

Surely a great modern Power like Italy, 
with its tanks, armoured cars, Air Force and 
modern transport, had sufficient advantage 
over the primitive tribes opposing it without 
resorting to inhuman an! loathsome devices 
such as liquid fire and mustard gas? Yet the 
use of these horrible weapons by the Italians 
is established beyond all doubt, not withstand. 
ing the fact that Italy signed the Protoco] of 
1925, pledging herself not to use poisonous 
gases in war. This Protocol was signed by 
Ethiopia also and ratified by the Italian 
Government on órd April, 1928. Some of the 
Signatory States made certain reservations, 
but the Italian Government made none. 

A telegram from Mr. T. A. Lambie, 
Executive Secretary of the Ethiopian Red 
Cross, which appeared in The Pimes on 
March 25th, refers to—‘ the bombing of 
country villages like Kworam and Wadia, 
the permanent blinding and maiming of hun- 
dreds of helpless women and chi dren, as 
well as the infliction of simila injuries on 
soldiers, by that most dreadful of dreadful 
agencies, “Yperite,’ or so-called ‘mustard 
gas. Mr. Lambie refers to mustard gas 
as ' this monstrous weapon, which surpasses 
in fearfulness the wildest dream of a dis- 
ordered imagination.” 

He goes on to say that “the splashing of 

& few drops of this Yperite upon one’s 
person or clothing might easily pass un- 
noticed. Burns are rot immediate. The 
odour is quite indeterminate The contamina- 
tion of a few drops on one’s hoots might 
easily pass unmarked. Yet one might go 
into # 100m and gas a whole roomful of 
people as well as one’s self, the effects only 
appearing in a few hours’ time.” 
, this is the gentle civilising influence which 
is being dropped from the blue skies of 
Abyssinia into the midst of women and 
children, as the bright harbinger of Italian 
culture! Sir Hesketh Bell, an administrator 
with great experience, especially in Africa, 
commenting upon the telegram from Mr. 
Lambie, says:—‘‘ One may ‘magine that even 
the most humane of European armies might 
be tempted to terrible excesses in retribution 
for unspeakable acts of cruelty by savages, 
but what excuse can the Italians offer for 
the deliberate blinding and maiming of 
women and children, merely because they are 
| the wives and offspring of the men who are 
bravely dying in scores of thousands in 
defence of their country and liberty? Is the 
voice of collective civilisation going to re- 
main silent in the presence of the horrors 
that are being perpetrated in Ethiopia ?”’ 

In a cable sent by Princess Tsehai, daughter 
of the Emperor of Abyssinia, on the 24th 
March, to the Chairman of the Women’s 
Advisory Council of the League of Nations 
Union, she says:—‘‘ For seven days without 
break the enemy have been bombing the 
armies and people of my country, ree Hi 
women and children; with terrible . gases. 
- . . Against these cruel gases we have no 
protection, no gas masks—nothing! This 
suffering and torture is beyond description. 
Hundreds of our countrymen are screaming 
and moaning with pain. Many of them are 
unrecognisable, since the skin has been 
burned off their faces.”’ 

Thus does a great, ‘civilised’? white 
nation demonstrate to coloured ‘* barbarians ” 
the refinement, grandeur and human benefits 
to be derived from European “ civilisation “ 
and “ culture.” Thus does Italy show its 
ud for a solemn Treaty ratified only 
eight years ago. And yet, strange to relate. 
there are people and journals in This country 
who seem to rejoice at Italy’s “ phenomenal 
progress” as if it were the coming of a

HE Commons' debate last night upon 

the question of the Government's 
defeat last week resolved itself into a 
criticism of the Government's cage in 
regard (a) to the Italo-Abyssingan War,. 
and (b) to Germany’s breach of the 
Locarno Treaty. . 
Major Attlee (Labour), Sir Arthur 
Sinclair (Liberal), Mr. Churchill (Con- 
servative) and Sir Austen Chamberlain 
(Conservative) were among the critics, and 
the replies for the Government were made 
by the Foreign Secretary (Mr. Anthony 
Eden) and the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer (Mr. Neville Chamberlain). : 
Mr. Eden admitted the present limita- 
tions of the League, but said that they 
would like to see realised, before the end 
of the summer, all the nations of Europe 
members of the League, a new structure 
of security in Western Europe to take the 
place of Locarno, and a strengthening of 
security elsewhere, by arrangements 
directly supervised and controlled by the 
League itself. | 

The Government in the meantime were 
prepared to fulfil their obligations under 
the League Covenant, and in that belief 
and confidence they would face the task 
that now “confronted them. 


PREMIER’S ATTITUDE 

The Prime Minister (Mr. Baldwin), in 
moving that the House to-day should ga 
into Committee of Supply, said that there 
was nothing novel in a defeat of the 
Government. His view was that last 
week's proceedings showed that the 
Government had not lost the confidence 
of the House or the country. The prin- 
ciple involved in the proposal of equal 
pay for men and women in the Civil 
Service was one which the Government 
could not accept. In his view it would 
be a retrograde step and not a progressive 
one. The time was not ripe for it. 


LABOUR CRITICISM . 
Mr. Attlee (Leader of the ya 
said that the issue before the House was 
the Government’s attitude in view of their 
defeat. There was a general feeling in the 
House and in the country that the Govern- 
ment had lost grip. It had lost confidence 
im itself, and had practically no support. 
There was no doubt that since 
Hoare-Laval disclosures the Government 
had been under a cloud. It had shown an 
utter lack of confidence and decision. Five 
months had passed since the League of 
Nations decided on oil sanctions, and the 
Abyssinians were still suffering intense 
cruelties and barbarism at the hands of an 
aggressor, An early and strong line 
would have prevented the war. What was 
the Government going to do at the next 
meeting of the League in regard to 
Abyssinia? What the Opposition asked 
was that Britain should bring the whole 
strength of the League to the preservation 
of law and order, and should bring in 
not Western Europe alone, but Eastern 
Europe and Southern Europe. 


“ FOBBED OFF” . 

Sir Archibald Sinclair (Liberal) said 
that it was not sanctions that had failed, 
but the resolution of the Government. For 
four months the Government had allowed 
itself to be fobbed off with one excuse and 
another for not taking those sanctions 
which alone could be effective in stopping 
lawless aggression. 

Mr. Beverley Baxter (Conservative)— 
Why don’t you say what you mean? Yow 
mean war ! 

Sir Archibald Sinclair said that he did 
not mean war. He meant exactly what 
he said, and that was giving assistance to 
the victim of the aggressor, and if that 
aggressor attacked us we must show 
resolution. (Opposition cheers.) He 
believed that the League of Nations was 
strong enough now to enforce the law 
against aggression. 


MR. CHURCHILL’S 
COMMENT 

Mr. Churchill said that no doubt the 
Government on this occasion would get 
their vote of confidence, but he ho 
they would not make the mistake of think- 
ing it was a particular kind of testimonial 
or that it arose from long pent up spon- 
taneous feelings of enthusiasm which 
could no longer be held in check. Refer- 
ring to the present position in Abyssinia, 
he said that it looked as if the Ethiopian 
people were heavily defeated. Doubt was 
expressed if they could continue their 
resistance until the rains came. If that 
were so quite soon all those Abyssinians 
who had not been destroyed by poison gas 
would be subjected, and their native land 
annexed to Italy. The aggressor would 
be triumphant and would be rewarded 
with gains far beyond the Hoare-Laval 
proposals. We had fallen between two 
stools. We had managed to secure all the 
disadvantages of both courses we had 
pursued without the advantages of either, 
The conclusion to be drawn was that we 
should not intervene in such matters 
unless we were prepared to carry that 
intervention to all necessary lengths. 


MANDATED TERRITORIES — 

Referring to Germany, he asked how 
we stood on the question of the return of 
the mandated territories. The statements 
of Ministers were somewhat cryptic. He 
invited the Chancellor of the Exchequer te 
state plainly whether or not he accepted. 
the view put forward by Sir Austen 
Chamberlain that there could be no 
question of handing over even mandated 
territories to Germany while race persecu- 
tion was rife in that country. Was it not 
a fact that, in any case, we would not hand 
over these territories to Germany, but 


decide the issue. 

As to the probability of Germany’s 
fortifying the Rhine zone, the con- 
sequences. of such a step would be 
extremely serious, and the whole aspect 
of middle Europe would be changed. 
Before the end of the year, if nothing 
satisfactory could be arranged by negotia- 
tions and conferences, they might see many 
powerful nations associated with the Nazi 
system, and other nations opposed to that 
system become isolated. e sincerely

The position of this 
country, or the position of the Government 
upon this subject, has already been made 
perfectly clear by the Colonial Secretary, 
who said that the Government have not 
considered, and are not considering, the 
handing over of any of the British 
colonies or territories held under man- 
dates. As to what micht happen in the 
future, I think it would be unreasonable 
to ask me to attempt to pledge, even if I 
could dó so, the action of future Govern- 
ments. But I v |j say this, at any rate, 
the mandates are not held by this country 
alone. . I cannot conceive that any Govern- 
ment would even discuss the question of 
the transfer of its own mandate, quite 
irrespective of what would happen to the 
mandates held by other countries. 
(Cheers.) I would say, in addition to 
that, we do recognise that we have 
definite obligations to the people who 
inhabit these territories, and that we 
would not think of surrendering these 
obligations or handing these territories 
over to any other Powers, even for the 
sake of obtaining that general peaceful 
settlement which all of us se much desire, 
unless we were satisfied that the interests 
of all sections of the population inhabiting 
these territories were properly safe- 
guarded.”’

To remedy this lamentable 
state of affairs Mr. Churchill), then Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, appointed a com- 
mittee. mm October, 1927, to draft a bill 
codifying the law relating to income: tax, 
with the special aim of making the law as 
intelligible to the taxpayer as the nature 
of the legislation admits. The magnitude 
of the task proved such that it was found 
necessary to augment the committee early 
im 1952, when Lord MacMillan became its 
chairman. Now, after four more years’ 
labour, the committee has submitted a 
unanimous report, which is a worthy 
recruit to the historic company of great 
State papers. 

The draft bill, adds The Times, which 
composes the second volume of the Com- 
mittee’s report. contains 417 provisions 
and eight schedules. A document of such 
dimensions may come as a sharp dis 
appointment to many who were looking to 
the Committee for a short and simple 
statement of the law. But such hopes 
were in the nature of things vain.. Income 
tax legislation must spread a net compre- 


hensive and fine ekough to cover every 
kind of business. : 
and every manner of

New definitions and terms ace provided. 
The existing classification of meome by 
schedules, numbers and cases is abandoned, 
a new classification more readily intelligible 
being set out. This makes a broad distinc- 
tion between United Kingdom and foreign 


incomes. 


NEW OLASSIFICATION 


The new eclassificatich proposes that income 
should be divided into fifteen classes, eleven 
containing United Kingdom income and four 
foreign meome. 

“Tt might appear at first sight that the 
division of income teto filteem classes, instead 
of five schedules, was a retrograde step, tend- 
ing to complication, rather than simplifica- 
tion,” it is remarked. ‘‘ Existing schedules, 
however, comprise different fypes of income, 
and in effect the number of classes has been 
decreased. 

It is recommended that the statutory allow- 
ance for wear and tear of machinery and 
plant should be treated as a deduction in 
computing the profits for the year in which 
wear apd tear takes place, mstead of an 
allowance from income—probably the greatest 
departure from the existing law which we 
recommend.” 

Explaining the difficulties presented by the 
existing legislation, thé report says that it 
consists of nearly eight hundred distinct pro- 
visions, embodied in nineteen Acts of Parlia- 
ment.

VITAL SECTION OF THE 
CONSERVATIVE PARTY

OUTH is forging to the front in British 

} politics. Nothing has demonstrated 

this..more forcibly than the rise to 
power of the Imperial Policy Group of the 
Conservative Party. Formed only: eighteen 
months ' ago with a membership of fewer 
than fifty representatives of both Houses of 
Parliament. it has already achieved an autho- 
ritative position in the higher counsels of the 
nation. 

Its young leaders, many of whom are 
under thirty-five, have captured the ——r 
tion of the voting public. The present Kuro 
pean crisis gave them their golden oppor- 
tunity, and they seized it with a vengeance. 
They have proved their political prescience 
in a manner which has astounded the most 
seasoned veterans of all parties, To such an 
extent is this true that it is conceded in many 
responsible .quarters that it will be only a 
matter of time now before they assume a 
leading réle in the Conservative Party. 

Only a few observers privileged to witness 
the drama of Britain’s political activities 
behind the scenes since the advent of the 
Italo-Abyssinian crisis are aware as . write 
of the full part played by the group 
in the country’s struggle to keep the 
Empire out of war. That the group were 
vigorously active in a campaign which they 
directed against other parties “in opposi- 
tion to sanctions was recognised. But 
few have known of their secret con- 
ferences with the Bishops, their equally 
secret and unofficial Foreign Affatrs Missions 
to Central Europe last autumn or of the 
tremendous battle they waged to keep 5ir 
Samuel Hoare, late Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, in office, when his resigna- 
tion, following his historic visit to Paris m 
December, became inevitable. 

The curtain on these events was raised for 
me this week by an eminent British states- 
man m order that I might be the first 
journalist properly to present the story to the 

ritish Press. 


IMPERIAL POLICY GROUP 


The Imperial Policy Group was organised m 
the fall of 1934 “ for the one great purpose, 
in the words of ite literature, ' of securit 
the adoption of a far-reaching Imper 
policy.” They would substitute the Empire 
for internationalism, place the home market 
first, the markets of the Empire second, and 
the foreigner third. It has sometimes been 
called the “Ginger Group’’ of the Tory 
Party. It maintains that rt is the duty ol 
the Government to develop the Empire to 
the widest extent; to make use of the enor- 
mous wealth which Providence has given for 
the benefit of the ,people of the Empire; to 
secure for those who have no livelihood in 
one part of the Empire the chance 
of acquiring a proper share of our joint 
inheritance in some other part; to bring closer 
together the component parts of the Empire in 
their common task; to increase the trust and 
loyalty between those parts; to be ready to 
give more in the service of the Empire and 
demand less. 

Co-ordination of Emipire defences on land, 
sea, and in the air is an important part of 
their Empire development policy as well; of 
course, as the promotion to the fullest extent 
of trade within the Empire. 


FORMED BY CHANCE 


Shortly after the group was formed, as a 
result of a chance dinner meeting between 
three of its younger members, Lord Philli 
more, M.C., subsequently elected vice-chai) 
man of the Independent Unionist Peers, be 


mentary group was organised, and in time a 
policy executive, headed by Mr. W. Nunn, 


most active members such youthful Britons as 
Mr. Kenneth de Courcy, Mr. A. Lennox-Boyd, 
M.P., the Earl of Mansfield; and Mr. A. R.

It was not long before the group became a 
power to be reckoned with in the country. 
The youthful virility of its members at once 
appealed to the man in the street.

A third was the admirable 
independence in the tone of their speeches 
both in and outside the Houses of Parliament 
probably without precedent in the annals of 
Britain's Tory Party. 

Their vigour reached its zenith as the last 
European crisis increased in gravity. As 
early as last August they saw the handwrit- 
ing on the wall, All parties, particularly 

ur. were clamouring for pumtive action 
against Italy. The National Government, led 
by Mr. Baldwin, were oscillati between 
policies of partial and full sanctions under 
the Covenant of the League. Even the 
powerful Church of England proclaimed from 
the pulpit the urgency of drastic action. 
Seldom, indeed, have the Bishops shown a 
more active interest in a national crisis. The 
country was stirred to a frenzy of patriotic 
fervour. British men-o’-war were moving in 
the Mediterranean, though only as a “ pre- 
cautionary measure. 


HOLDING ALOOF 


The Imperial Policy Group alone among the 
political parties stood quietly aloof from the 
clamour. They held emergency meetings. 
and soon ha. on a vigorous ye A 
against sanctions of any kind upon Italy 
They set precedents on certain interpreta- 
tions of the League Covenant. A spirited 
campaign followed throughout the Kingdom 
to show that the application of sanctions 
against any aggressor would be a dangerous 
course to pursue on the ground that the 
moment punitive action was invoked agains 
any one aggressor through the medium of 
the League of Nations there would inevi- 
tably arise a second case of aggression, with 
= the League would be powerless to 
deal. 

Conferences between the members of the 
group and their supporters took place fre- 
quently in the meetin of August, September 
and October: Early in November, on the 
eve of the general election, a meeting was 
arranged between its leaders and Mr. Baldwin. 
On each occasion it was pointed out that, 
apart from France and Great Britain, no 
member of the League was going to take 
really effective action or undertake the full 
risks which sanctions involved. 


ADVISING MR; BALDWIN 


Speaking with all the solemnity they could 
command these young men expressed to Mr.

“It was in these ee ten days 
age, that I went to Paris. I did not want 
to go to Paris, I was in urgent need of a 
period of rest, but, apart from that fact, I 
disliked intensely the practice of the Foreign 
Minister leaving this country and conducting 
negotiations in a foreign capital. None the 
less Í was pressed on all sides to go, and 
I was pressed in such a way as to make 
refusal impossible. 

“It was a moment when, while most 
member States had taken a part in economic 
sanctions, no member State except ourselves 
had taken military precautions. 

“ The fact is that there are only two ways 
of ending a war—either peace by negotiation 
or peace by surrender. 

“Tf it is to be a peace by surrender, it, will 
mean the complete collapse of one or other 
of the belligerents. My own view—and ! 
state it frankly to the House—is that I believe 
the end of the war will comé peace by 
negotiation. I believe that it will not come 
by complete surrender either of one side or. 
of the other. "

be impossible the situation must ievitably 
become More acute.

NO MILITARY PRECAUTIONS 


_““T make no complaints or any recrimina- 
lions against any member State m the past. 
They have done their best, but I do say that 
up to the present they have taken no mili- 
tary precautions, Now that we are entering 
upon this new chapter int the war, it is 
essential, if collective defence is to be real 
and effective, that we go beyond the period 
of general protestations and that we sheuld 
have actual proof by action from the member 
States that are concerned. There is no secret 
about what I am saying to the House. There 
is the British Fleet in the Mediterranean. 
there are the British reinforcements in Egypt, 
mt Malta and Aden. Not a slip, not a 
machine, not a man has been moved by any 
other member State. 

“I say with all humility to the House 
that my conscience is clear. 

“I say to the House that I cannot 
honestly recant. I sincerely believe that the 
course that I took was the only course that 
was possible in the circumstances, 

“I believe that it was the right course. 
I believe that in the future. when opinion is 
somewhat less excited than it is to- , that 
at any rate some of my friends will think 
that there were better reasons for the course 
that I took than they think to-day.”’ 


ANTI-SANCTIONS CAMPAIGN 


This speech was printed in pamphlet form 
by the Secretariat of the Imperial Policy 
Group and broadcast to every section of the 
country. It became the basis for an intensi- 
fication of the group's activities against 
sanctions. It was quoted verbatim in then 
campaign addresses. It was held forth as a 
complete vindication for everything that had 
been done and said up to that time by the 
group on the European crisis. 

A week later, convinced that the situation 
must grow worse, the group decided to send 
a Foreign Affairs Mission to the Continent 
to secure first-hand information. The mission 
consisted of three members: the young Ear! 
of Mansfield, Mr. A. R. Wise. M.P.. the 
thirty-five-year-old member for Smethwick, 
and Mr. Kenneth de Courcy, the brilliant 
young deputy-chairman of the group’s 
organisation committee, not yet in his thirty- 
second year. 


A FOREIGN MISSION 


The mission crossed the Channel on January 

17, and, visiting Brussels. Hanover, Berlin, 
Prague, Vienna and Paris, conferred with 
British Ambassadors and leading statesmen 
and diplomats, including Herr von Ribben- 
trop, Hitler’s Ambassador-at-large in 
Germany; Dr. Benes in Prague, Dr. 
Schussnig, the Prime Minister of Austria, 
IE M. Flandin and several Ministers in 
aris. 

The Mission returned te London at the 
end of January with conclusions which 
greatly increased the alarm of the group over 
Britain’s position, ' These were embodied at 
once in a lengthy confidential report on the 
whole Central European situation, with par- 
ticular reference to Italy and Germany. An 
interview was sought with Mr. Baldwin, but,

mission to the Archbishop and bishops and 
members of the group in both Houses of 
Parliament. 

This meeting was told in no uncertain terms 
that, if Britain persisted in her policy for 
the adoption of oil sanctions against Italy a 
secondary case of aggression would arise 
at any moment. This warning was addressed 
particularly to the bishops of the Church of 
England, from whose pulpits the campaign for 
extreme sanctions was still proceeding. 

The assembly were further told that in view 
of the knowledge which the group had now 
gained they had heen deceived by previous 
representations as to the success of sanctions 
as a means of punishing the aggressor, and 
that persistence in sos.) a policy by the 
Government would unquestionably create a 
situation pas En oes to war. The bishops 
were urged in the circumstances to alter their 
attitude on the question of extreme sanctions, 
which, in fact, to some extent they did, 


IMMEDIATE RE-EQUIPMENT 


The report itself recommended the im- 
mediate re-equipment and extension of the 
British Imperial Defence Forces, expressed 
the gravest anxiety as to the possible conse- 
quences of the imposition of oil sanctions. It 
urged an early re-definition of British foreign 
policy which would no longer accept the in- 
terpretation of the League Covenant, but 
would ensure the removal of all automatic 
coercive clauses from the Covenant and the 
building up of a foreign policy based on the 
Bhail interests. 

The Mission was not satisfied, deelared the 
report, that anything arising from the 
League’s activities up to that time in the 
Italo - Abyssinian dispute strengthened 
the case® for. collective security or 
showed the League to be an effective 
weapon for peace “ excepting in so far as it 
may prove useful for the conducting of con- 
ciliatory diplomatic negotiations.” 


JOURNEYS TO PARIS 


The Foreign Affairs Mission made three 
subsequent journeys to Paris im order to 
secure confirmation of certain important 
points in its report, and on its returning to 
England after a final trip undertaken or 
February 20 the Group launched a vigorous 
speech-making campaign throughout the 
country denouncing the policy of sanctions 
as one which must inevitably end in war. 

On March 4, three days before the occupa- 
tion of the demilitarised zone by Germany, 
the Group tched a second communica- 
tion to the Archbishop and the Bishops warn- 
ing them that within three days from the 
posting of their letter the situation in Europe 
would take a grave tarn. A further ex- 
change of views was therefore desired. This 
was arranged, but not before, on March 7, 
Hitler’s troops startled the world by their 
unheralded march into the Rhineland. . 

What future developments lie ahead in the 
present troubled state of Europe not many 
can foretell. But that the Imperial Policy 
Group must in time command a dominant, 
if not the predominant, place in the counsels 
of their party is a prediction now being con- 
fidently made in Fleet street. This will be 
so not alone because of their magnificent 
performance in the interests of the State in 
the months leading up to the recent crisis, 
but because of their fine vision of a new and 
greater Empire, which is shared by every 
man and woman in Great Britain.

Three islands in the Outer Hebrides are 
offered for sale. They lie tó the south of 
Barra, and bear the picturesque names of 
Mingulay, Pabbay and Bernera. 

These islands are within easy access of 
the mainland: Steamers run from Oban to 


Barra, while once a week a lighthouse tender 


crosses from Barra to Bernera. Throughout: 
the summer, moreover, fishing. boats are 
constantly visiting the group to fish for 
lobsters. 


A SHEEP FARM 


Until thirty years ago the three islands 
were inhabited. Then the Government com- 
pelled the population to migrate to Vatersay 
and Barra, partly because their wretched 
hovels were considered no longer fit for 
human habitation. partly because of the lack 
of educational facilities. The trio of islands 
then became a sheep farm. 

Mingulay mutton is renowned for its 
quality, not only throughout the Highlands, 
but in the Lowlands also. 

To this distinction Mingulay adds that of 
producing Scotland’s best potatoes, [tas 
fertility is preverbial. 

The early history of this island group is 
wrapped is obscurity. Prehistoric buildings 
have been discovered on all three islands, 
and on Pabbay there is a burial ground of 
immense antiquity. Little is known of their 
story, however, before the sixteenth century, 
ne they were owned by the Bishops oí the 
sles. 

Nevertheless, it is clear that their produc- 
tivity was a by-word even in those early 
days. Donald Monro, Dean of the Isles, 
reported in 1549 that they were “inhabit and 
weill manurit, guid for fishing and corn.” 


TEEMING BIRD LIFE 


“Weill manurit’’ the islands doubtless 
were. Indeed, the description applies with 
equal force to-day, for the precipitous cliffs 
are the home of multitudinous sea-birds. The 
hills of Mingulay, where the grass is of 
especially good quality, are visited each 
winter by several varieties of geese. Pere- 
grine falcons make their nests on the cliffs, 
and until the puffins drove away the shear- 
waters it was the custom of the islanders to 
pay their rent to MacNeil, their chief, in 
the young of the latter species. 

So mild is the climate of the Outer 
Hebrides that ‘roses, daisies, anemones and 
primroses are frequently to be found growing 
m early January.
